SURRQUNDJUAREZ 


Federal Troops Are Driven 
Back Into Town. 


RIDERLESS HORSES FOUND 


REAR ADMIRAL SPERRY. 


U. 8. Naval Officer Who Died 


Suddenly In Washington. 


Government Casualties Believed to Be 
Heavier Than Reported—Blow Up * 
Powder House at the Approach of 
Rebels. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. S.—The Mexican 
troops were defeated in the first clash 
with the rebels near Juarez and re­ 
treated to the town. 
They said two 
men were killed and three wounded. 
The police of Juarez exploded the 
federal powder house two miles from 
Juarez to prevent the rebels taking it 
and securing ammunition. The explo­ 
sion shook both Juarez and El Paso. 
The rebels are now about twelve miles 
from Juarez. 
The returning troops declared they 
met the insurgents coming to Juarez 
on a train and exploded a charge of 
dynamite beneath the bridge, wreck­ 
ing the locomotive of the approaching 
train. 
Two of their own men were 
killed by the explosion, and in get­ 
ting away three were wounded by the 
rebels, they say. 
It is generally believed that the fed­ 
eral loss was heavier, aa many rider­ 
less horses have been coming into 
Juarez, and eight of them were caugh 
In El Paso with blood stained sad­ 
dles. 
Biz horses were captured in 
Ysleta, twelve miles below El Paso, 
one of them wounded. - 
Two passenger tratns pulled into 
Juarez and the crews declared that a 
forte of rebels came on them as far 
as Samalayuca, thirty 
miles 
below 
Juarez, where they detrained. 
The 
crews said that the city of Juarez 
would be attacked. These are the two 
traius that have been marooned be­ 
tween EU Paso and Chihuahua since 
Sunday. 
While the trains were 
marooned 
south of Juarez between Sunday and 
Wednesday, the food supply of the 
passengers ran out and the insurrec- 
tos fed them from their commissary 
and from beeves slaughtered on the 
spot. 
The rebels had a number of 
wounded, an i these were treated by 
the passengers. Pullman sheets being 
tom up for bandages. 
Miss Annette B. Cowles, a trained 
nurse from Mexico City, and Miss El­ 
eanor Woodruff, of Guadalajara, led 
in this work, assisted by James R. 
Garfield, former secretary of the in­ 
terior. 


FINDS 250 POUNDS 
HONEY IN BARREL 


Bees Coming From Bung Hole 
Led to Discovery. 


Middletown, N. Y., Feb. 3 —When 
John R. H. Hayes, of Monroe, discov­ 
ered bees crawling about the floor of 
his furnace room he investigated and 
saw they were coming from the bung­ 
hole of what he supposed to be an 
empty cider barrel. 
The barrel was heavy, so he poked 
a stick into it, and this, when with­ 
drawn, 
was 
covered 
with 
honey. 
Hayes plugged the hole and rolled the 
barrel out into the yard. W’hen the 
bees 
were 
thoroughly 
chilled 
he 
knocked in the barrel head and found 
250 pounds of honey. The honey has a 
cider flavor. 


NO HOPE FOR ARCHBISHOP 


Rallies From Comatose Condition and 
Chats With Friends. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 3.- —Tho condition 
of Archbishop Ryan Is extremely seri­ 
ous and hope for his recovery has 
been practically abandoned. Cheered 
by the visits of several of his closest 
friends, prominent men in church and 
state, the archbishop rallied from the 
comatose state in which he had lain 
and came once more into the full pos­ 
session of his faculties, talking and 
joking 
with the 
visitors and with 
those who kept watch at his bedside. • 
His 
wonderful 
vitality 
and 
the 
strong will power which is now the 
main factor in keeping him alive, have 
astonished his physicians, and they 
were 
more 
than delighted by the 
great improvement he displayed when 
he came out of the coma from which 
they feared he would never revive. 
Probably the most cheering visit of 
the day for the archbishop was that of 
former Governor Edwin S. Stuart, who 
has long been a warm personal friend 
of the venerable prelate.

for money were granted. Detectives 
have worked cm the case almost from 
the time the first threatening letter 
was sent, but never have been able to 
ti ace the blackmailers. 


Repcesentative Stanley Demands 
Congressional Probe. 


Washington, Feb. 3. — Representa­ 
tive Stanley, Democrat, of Kentucky, 
made a forty five-minute plea in the 
bouse of representatives for action by 
that body on his resolution calling for 
an investigation of the United States 
Steel Corporation. 
He characterized the corporation as 
a “lawless, defiant and pernicious mo­ 
nopoly," and demanded that the guilty, 
no difference "how high or powerful, 
be brought to the bar of justice.’* 
"If 
this 
government,” 
said 
Mr. 
Stanley, "is serious and earnest in Its 
determination to enforce the Sherman 
anti trust law It is in honor bound to 
call 
this 
greatest of all combines 
and all pervading of all trusts to jus 
lice.” 
Mr. Stanley declared that the “steel 
trust,” in fear of col petition from An­ 
drew Carnegie, paid him the colossal 
sum of $520,000,000 for a plant rated 
two years before at $76,000,000. He 
cited the absorption of the Tennessee 
Coal and iron company as an evi­ 
dence of the audacious strength of the 
"trust.” 
On the latter connection he declared 
that E .H. Gary and Henry C. Frick 
went to the then President Roosevelt 
and told him that, lf he dared to inter- 
feer with their plans, whether legal 
or illegal, the "so-called prosperity of 
his 
administration would end in a 
financ ial cataclysm.” 
"Never,” 
continued 
Mr. 
Stanley, 
“since the prince of darkness appear­ 
ed to the Nazarene on the mountain, 
was such a visitation of evil and far­ 
reaching domination unveiled. And the 
hero of San Juan hill and the saviour 
of men assumed the same relative po­ 
sition toward the archtem pter. The 
saviour said ‘Get thee behind me, aa 
tan,’ and Roosevelt cried, ’I will get 
in front of you, thou omniscent devil. 
I will paralyze the arm of justice and 
still the voice of popular clamor while 
you sandbag a competitor and loot a 
dominion in the south, rich and vast 
as an empire.* ”

Measure Would Have Failed Had 
New Senator From West Virginia 


Been In His Seat. 
W ashington, Feb. 3. — The senate 
passed the ocean mail subsidy hill. 
whic h authorizes the postm aster gen­ 
eral to enter into contracts for carry­ 
ing the mails to South American ports 
and to the Philippines, Japan, China 
and Australia, at a rate of $4 a mile 
on the outward voyage to vessels of 
the second class and $2 a mile on tile 
outward voyage to vessels of the third 
class. 
The amount of the subsidy to be 
paid in any one year, however, is lim­ 
ited to $4,000,000, and under no cir­ 
cum stances shall exceed that amount 
of money re liv e d oil account of for­ 
eign mails. This is the first important 
adm inistration m easure to be passed 
by the senate this session. 
The bill went through under condi­ 
tions that give very little encourage­ 
m ent to Its friends. On two separate 
roll calls on the passage of the meas­ 
ure the vote was a tie, 39 to 39. 
The vice president 
exercised 
his 
prerogative and thus saved the meas­ 
ure from defeat. 
Even then the bill would have fail­ 
ed but for the absence of the new 
Democratic senator from West Vir­ 
ginia, Clarence W atson, who took the 
oath of office at the urgent request of 
his Democratic colleagues, who were 
anxious to get rid of one Kepublhan 
vote and, as they supposed, adopted 
one Democrat in opposition to the 
measure. Mr. W atson wan in the sen 
ate cham ber during the early part of 
the voting, but disappeared later and 
couldn’t be found. A diligent search 
was made for him. Furthermore, he 
left no authority to pair him and no 
pair was artanged. 
enator Scott, Republican, of West 
Virginia, with a smile, anmmmed the 
absence of his colleague and ventured 
to suggest that Mr. W a'son was “un­ 
doubtedly detained from the senate by 
im portant business." Tile Republican 
senators enjoyed the situation and the 
Democrats appeared to tie very much 
disgusted. They are Jpx at “Brother 
W atson."
